Washington (UPI) — T h e 
H ou s e ov erwhelmingly an- 
prov ed a bill Th u rsd ay 
t h a t 
would require all banks an d 
stores to state ex act interest 
charges on an annual basis 
for loans and g o o d s 
bought on 
installment plans. 
Approv al of th e so-cailed 
truth-ln-lending bill by a roll 
call v ote of 38 2 to 4 was the 
first major House action this 
y ear and a v ictory for one of 
President J ohnson’s priority 
legislativ e r e q u e s t s . The 
measure was returned to the 
S e n a t e , which approv ed a 
milder v ersion of the bUl last 
y ear. 
The House measure would 
require—without ex ception — 
that all stores div ulge all cus­ 
tomer charges in terms of an 
annual interest rate for time 
purchases of ev ery thing from 
automobiles to telev ision sets. 
Annual Rate 
For ex ample, a store n ow 
adv ertising that goods can be 
bought for a charge of 
V A % 
a month would hav e to state 
the same interest rate as 18 % 
a y ear when the interest is 
charged each month on t h e 
balance due. This is the meth­ 
od used in rev olv ing charge 
accounts most commonly fea­ 
tured 
by 
b i g 
department 
stores. 
The Senate bill would ex ­ 
empt department stores using 
rev olv ing 
charge 
accounts, 
permitting them to state a 
monthly interest rate.

Gov . Norbert T. Tlemann 
Thursday directed the state 
Roads Department to com­ 
pile 
a 
project-by -project 
breakdown on highway con­ 
struction 
in 
Nebraska 
in 
hopes 
of unlocking federal 
funds. 
He said the list will show 
the dev elopment p h a s e of 
each J ob, estimated cost and 
when federal matching dol­ 
lars are needed most to per­ 
mit completion. 
“ It will work on a 30 day s, 
6 0 day s, 9 0 day s and so forth 
basis,” the gov ernor told news­ 
men. 
He said J ohn W. Hossack, 
state highway engineer, will 
.deliv er the study to the U.S. 
Bureau of Public Roads in 
Washington, D.C., after it is 
completed. 
“ Mr. Hossack will then use 
this information to negotia- 
ate with the bureau for fund­ 
ing the projects,” Ticmann 
sfid. “ This way we hope to 
reduce delay s in our construc­ 
tion program.” 
The gov ernor ordered the 
surv ey upon return to Nebras­ 
ka from a conference in Wash­ 
ington with U.S. Transporta­ 
tion Secretary Alan S. Boy d 
about the recently -announced 
$6 00 million cutback in feder­ 
al highway funds. 
Nebraska’s portion of the 
reduction has been estimated 
at $8 million, based on a fed­ 
eral guideline that 5% of the 
funds allocated to each state 
last y ear will be withheld thl5 
y ear. 
Howev er, Tiemann s a i d 
Boy d told him this 5% stand­ 
ard was ” not a hard, fast 
rule.” He said Boy d indicated 
there was no intention to bold 
up projects that were ready 
to roll.

AP Regional Serv ice 
Washington (JPI — A Wash­ 
ington, D.C., criminology ex ­ 
pert goes to Nebraska March 
1 to help ov erhaul its law en­ 
forcement sy stem — starting 
with the troubled Boy s Train­ 
ing School at Kearney . 
He is Dr. WiUiam R. Perl, 
a white-haired, pipe-smoking 
psy chologist - criminologist - 
professor who say s he is no 
“ iv ory tower theorist.” 
Perl has been hired by the 
Nebraska legislature as con­ 
sultant and researcher for a 
committee study ing law en- 


forccment and administration 
of justice in the state. 
Study Kearney 
His first assignment from 
the committee is to study the 
situation at Kearney , he said 
in an interv iew. And he said 
he plans to liv e in the center 
sev eral day s to learn condi­ 
tions there first-hand. 
Charges of homosex uality , 
unqualified 
staff 
personnel 
and failure to rehabilitate de- 
lii^uent inmates were lev eled 
this month at hearing before 
the state Public Institutions 
Adv isory Board. 
Perl would not comment on 


the charges but said, one of 
his duties will be to look into 
them. 
Staff Check 
More basically , he said, he 
wants to find out what kind 
of staff the institution has and 
how well it rehabilitates boy s 
as well as confining them. 
“ I must see to what degree 
it is custodial,” he said, “ and 
to what degree It aims to 
change the tracks of these 
boy s. These boy s are running 
in tracks of failure.”

A spokesman said it was 
not known when U.S. offici­ 
als could meet with North Ko­ 
rean representativ es at t h e 
Korean peace site, but the 
State Department’s attitude 
was “ the sooner the better.”

State Department spokes­ 
man Robert J . 
McCloskey 
n ot e d an English-language 
broadcast from North Korea 
Wednesday rejected any U.N. 
settlement of the Pueblo sei­ 
zure, and said any negotia­ 
tions would hav e to be at the 
military armistice commis­ 
sion, which sits at Panmun­ 
jom. 


“ The United States is pre­ 
pared to deal with the mat­ 
ter through t h i s channel,”

the U.N. would be abandoned.

mier Chung II Kwon declared 
Thursday that South Korea 
“ s h ou l d immediately take 
punitiv e action” against North 
Korea for recent infiltration 
into the South and the seiz­ 
ure of a U.S. ship if Seoul 
“ could 
obtain 
international 
cooperation” in the mov e. 
President Chung Hee Park 
also warned of possible South 
Korean 
retaliation 
against 
North Korea for its “ prov oca­ 
tions” including a reported at­ 
tempt against his life J an. 21 
and seizure of the Pueblo 
two day s later. 


“ There is a limit to our 
patience and self restraint,” 
the premier said. “ It is a 
question of why we must uni- 
i 


laterally abide by the armi­ 
stice agreement and take only 
passiv e action . . . while Com­ 
munists are 
sending army 
regulars to engage in destruc­ 
tiv e activ ities at will,” said 
the 50-y ear-old premier, who 
as an army general had com­ 
manded all S ou t h Korean 


forces at the height of the 
Korean War. 
He addressed the South Ko­ 
rean national assembly , which 
op e n e d a special session 
Wednesday to discuss t h e 
crisis arising out of intensi­ 
fied North Korean infiltration 
and the Pueblo incident. 


GIs, Infiltrators Clash At Border 


Seoul (UPI) — U.S. troops 
guarding the western sector 
of the Korean border clashed 
in a firefight Thursday with 
a group of North Korean in­ 
filtrators. 
A U.N. command spokes­ 
man said the shooting inci­ 
dent took place shortly after 
midnight when as estimated 
three or four infiltrator^ ex ­ 


changed fire with American 
defenders across the defense 
barrier in the American sec­ 
tor of the demarcation line 
separating North and South 
Korea. 
The spokesman said there 
were no American casualties 
in the firefight, and it was 
not known whether the North 
Koreans suffered any losses.

How will he approach the 
full study ?

One, he said, is that the 
whole community must help a 
man with a prison record re­ 
habilitate himself by taking 
him in as a fellow citizen and 
not treating him as an out­ 
cast. 
“ I want to activ ate the com- 
munity -churches, civ ic groups 
and most especially groups of 
people his same age—to pre­ 
v ent the conditions that sent 
him to prison,” Perl said. 
“ Let’s say J ack is sent to 
Kearney ,” he said. “ I want to 
organize so J ack’s non-crimi­ 
nal friends will take him in 
and make him one of their 
own when he gets back. 
J obs Different 
“ J obs are a different prob­ 
lem. But if a man is in a good 
crowd he has the motiv ation 
to maintain a good job.” 
Motiv ation, Perl said, is the 
key to rehabilitation. 
He said he hopes to orga­ 
nize a group of former con­ 
v icts in Nebraska who are do­ 
ing well now to work with 
y oung delinquents much along 
the lines of Alcoholics Anony ­ 
mous. 
Perl does not hold that so­ 
ciety or parents or the com­ 
munity are to blame when a 
man turns to crime. But he 
said society must share some 
of the responsibility . 
Wishy Washy 
“ Ev ery body is g e t t i n g 
wishy washy today ,” he said. 
“ Many parents do not tell 
their children what is right 
and what is wrong. 
“ One reason for the rise in 
delinquency ,” he said, “ is that 
society abdicates its duty to 
state what it considers right 
and wrong and to protect it­ 
self against wrongdoing. 
“ 'Riis giv es a child more re­ 
sponsibility than he can han­ 
dle. And anx iety creates hos- 
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tilitv — against himself and 
against society from which 
the anx iety comes.” 
For 30 Years 
Perl has been working with 
delinquents 
an d 
criminals 
nearly .30 y ears now, begin­ 
ning in his nativ e Austria. He 
earned his doctorate at the 
Univ ersity of Vienna there in 
correctional psy chology and 
criminology . 
A J ew, activ e In his church, 
be fled Austria in 19 38 when 
Hitler’s troops mov ed in. Two 
.y ears later be came to Ameri­ 
ca where he became an Army 
intelligence officer. 
He was a member of the 
American war crimes trial 
staff and later spent three 
y ears 
dev eloping 
programs 
against crime by American 
soldiers in southern Germany . 
Prison Aide 
He was chief psy chologist 
at the Fort Leav enworth mili­ 
tary prison for four y ears and 
consultant to the federal peni­ 
tentiary nearby . 
For the past nine y ears Perl 
has been chief psy chologist at 
the District of Columbia Chil­ 
dren’s Center and psy chology 
consultant at the welfare de­ 
partment to which J uv enile 
delinquents are referred. 
Along the way he earned a 
degree in psy chology at Co­ 
lumbia Univ ersity in N e w 
York City . 
Professor 
He is a professor of psy ­ 
chology and criminology at 
George Washington Univ ersi­ 
ty , on leav e of absence for the 
Nebraska study . 
Perl will take his wife and 
wire-haired fox terrior “ Pep­ 
py ” to Nebraska with him. 
Two sons, one about to enter 
the U.S. foreign serv ice and 
the other still In high school, 
will remain behind. 
The criminologist looks for­ 
ward to the trip. 
“ I think y ou can do a lot 
there,” he said, “ because peo­ 
ple in Nebraska want to im­ 
prov e their law enforcement. 
They ’re the only ones who 
can.”

Hagemeister said the com 
mittee is backed by the Re­ 
publican State Central Com­ 
mittee, but it is hoped Demo­ 
cratic workers will aid in the 
petition effort in all 9 3 coun­ 
ties. 
“ After almost 30 y ears of 
trial of non-partisan legisla 
tion,’

TTie court's position ran b e understood and appreciated 
hut the .sifuatinn .still reflects b adly upon the Legislature 
The Legislature couhi easily have avoided ail tliis legal 
mumho-jumb o simply b y assuming its full responsib ility and 
passing the new apportionment law 
with the emergency 
c lau.« c. thus providing us with legal districf.s b efore the fil­ 
ing deadline. 
The legal vaccum left fiere, a.s we stated, i.s not apt to 
he pursued b y either political parly. Hut, the vacuum could 
lic exploitc'd b y office-seekers for their own selfish interests. 
It is hoped, of cour.se, that this does not come to pass. 
There are two saving fentiircs in the situation. One, 
the new districts will b e effective b y primary election time, 
thus giving %ofrrs a choice of candidates from which to 
choose. 
Secondly, formal district lines may not he essential 
for filing purposes since a candidate for office need not 
file for nomination in the district in which he resides. I» iit- 
tiiig it another way, a person may file for nomination in 
an\ district, regardless of where he lives. 


★ 
We are not so sure why. b ut the court indicated and 
ether legal authorities seem to b elieve that, for these rea­ 
sons. filings for the various districts can b e accepted b y 
the state and a legal nomination of one candidate from 
each party can b e accomplished 
in the primary. 
This logic, if that is what it is, would seem to rule out 
the possib ility of parties selecting their nominees for the 
general election. Parlies may nominate only wlien there is 
a \ai anev on the b allot and the ab ove reasoning would have 
us b elune there would b e no vacancy. 
Such will undoub tedly b e the procedure followed b y 
election officials, unless or until further developments Indi­ 
cate an action to the contrary. 
It IS unfortunate that the Legislature acted without 
cause to leave the state in such a eomplieated and uneer- 
1am }H)sition. It is a reliei, however, that the issue has now 
iHM'ii x'ttled to the extent it has and, with luck, no further 
prob lems will develop.

Uneasy Time In Asia 


U.S. Intelligence personnel must b e 
working these days on an around-the-clock 
b asis. They would have to in order to ascer- 
tain what is hap|>ening in Asia and par­ 
ticularly in Vietnam. Certainly, the com­ 
munists have stepped up the tempo of the 
fighting in Vietnam and even in Korea. 
While a major offense just south of the 
demilitarized zone in Vietnam Is expected 
on the part of the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese, the situation elsewhere in the 
country is far from encouraging. 
The VC have attacked cities from north 
to south, including Saigon itself, which was 
considered impregnab le. Not only that, b ut 
parts of Saigon have b een lo.st to the enemy 
for short i>eriods of time and parts of other 
cities once strongly held b y the South are 
in the hands of the VC or North Viet­ 


namese. 
These efforts in the cities have b een 
surprisingly successful considering they are 
b illed b y the U.S. as diversionary tactics 
to facilitate the major offensive along the 
demilitarized zone. 
It is unknown whether the increased 
military effort from the North is aimed at 
a victory in a war or at a position 
of 
strength from which to negotiate for peace. 
Either way, it has all the marks of a cru­ 
cial stage in developments in Asia, coupled 
as it is with such things as the recent North 
Korean seizure of the U.S. intelligence ship 
Pueb lo. 
And once again, the communists have 
demonstrated their inhumanity with the 
widespread practice of terrorism and b ru­ 
tality. 


WASHINGTON - It is ap­ 
parent that the man who had 
the most to do with shaping 
the b udget President John­ 
son has sent to Congress was 
not the President b ut Chair­ 
man Wilb ur D. Mills of the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, who represents only 
ab out a half-million people 
in Arkansas and who has no 
constitutional or statutory re­ 
sponsib ility for the federal 
b udget. 
Since last August, when 
Johnson sent to Congress a 
proposal to add a 10 per cent 
surcharge to the income tax, 
Mills has consistently re­ 
fused to clear the surcharge 
through his committee un­ 
less the 
a d m i n i s t r a - 
tion makes monumental cuts 
in federal spending. The tax 
increase is so important to 
the President that, in an ef­ 
fort to appease Mills, John­ 
son produced a b udget for 
fiscal 1969 that will permit 
only a $300 million rise in 
expenditures 
b eyond 
$10.1 
b illion in defense increases 
and some other increases re« 
quired b y law. 
Yet, when the b udget had 
b een put through this ghastly 
b utchery —• a contrib uting 
factor, b y the way, in the 
departure of the respected 
John W. Gardner from the 
cab inet — Mills was not sat­ 
isfied. 
"Look at this thing again,** 
he said in his school-master­ 
ly manner to the secretary 
of the treasury , the budget 
director and, in effect, to the 
P r e s I d e n t of the United 
States, "and see if y ou*v e 
done the best y on can.’* 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
What is most fascinating 
ab out this spectacle, which 
would b e impossib le in al­ 
most any other government, 
is not so much whether the 


tax s u r c h a r g e is really 
needed, 
or even 
whether 
Mills is less opposed to it 
than to the social expendi­ 
tures whose sacrifice he now 
has forced. The interesting 
thing is how' he has b een ab le 
to stymie the comb ined ad­ 
vocacy of the administration, 
the federal reserve, most of 
the b usiness community, and 
a sizab le proportion of the 
academic economists. 
"Single-handed" is almost 
the right word for this per­ 
formance. Mills’ control of 
the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee is exceptionally tight. 
Nominally, he has a 15 to 10 
Democratic 
majority. 
0 n 
many issues, however, he 
can put together a second 
majority consisting of the 10 
Repub licans, two conserva­ 
tive Democrats — Herlong of 
Florida and Watts of Ken­ 
tucky — and Wilb ur Mills. 
Mills has immense power 
to approv e so-called "mem­ 
ber bills" and to put in or 
take out the fine print in 
major rev enue biUs; the re­ 
sulting ex ceptions, ex emp­ 
tions, definitions, inclusions 
and interpretations — better 
known as tax loopholes — 
are seldom v isible to the 
public but are eagerly sought 
by members of the commit­ 
tee and of the House. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
It would b e most difficult, 
therefore, 
f o r anyone to 
make 
a successful revolt 
against Mills in the Ways 
and Means Committee. If 
someone did, and b rought a 
tax b ill to the floor without 
his approval, it would face 
not only his opposition b ut 
that of the hierarchy of com­ 
mittee chairmen and leaders 
who would see their own pre­ 
rogatives and a u t h o r i t y 
threatened. 
Mills’ reputation for fol- 


lowing rather than leadfhg 
opinion in the House is also 
a factor. For instance, when 
medical care for the aged, 
as part of the Social Secu­ 
rity system, was a major is­ 
sue, idills b locked it year af­ 
ter year, as long as he b e­ 
lieved it could not pass the 
House; 
when 
the 
lib eral 
Democratic 
89th 
Congress 
took office after the Johnson 
landslide of 1967, Mills made 
haste to b ring the Medicare 
b ill to the floor, and took 
much credit for its passage. 
In the case of the tax sur­ 
charge, Mills prob ab ly cre­ 
ated opinion b y following it. 
This is an ob viously contro­ 
versial proposition with 
a 
war on and an election im­ 
pending, so when Mills pro­ 
claimed last August that the 
sui'charge could not pass the 
House b ^aUse of popular op­ 
position, he may well have 
b een right. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
But one effect of such op­ 
position from a man with his 
reputation for cantion was to 
c r e a t e 
more 
opposition 
among some who respected 
his political J n d gm e n t . 
Another was to bnUd a po­ 
litical shelter for those who 
did not wish to hav e to face 
a v ote on the tax increase 
or to choose up sides pub­ 
licly , for or against Presi­ 
dent Johnson. They could 
hide behind Wilbur ip is , 
and they did, and they are 
still doing it. 
The likelihood is that Mills 
is having his cake and eat­ 
ing it too — no tax increase 
as well as a hefty b udget cut. 
If the administration n ow 
cuts the b udget even fur­ 
ther, it will b e interesting to 
see if he really tries to get 
the 
surcharge 
t h r o u gh 
against opposition he has 
done so much to mob ilize.

An article In Eb ony magazine b y sen­ 
ior editor lierone Bennett Jr. asserts that 
Ab raham Lincoln was not the great eman­ 
cipator b ut rather a "tragically flawed fig­ 
ure who shared the racial prejudices of 
most of his contemporaries." Lincoln "was 
a firm b eliever in white supremacy . . . 
and he b elieved until his death that b lack 
and white people would b e much b etter off 
separated,” the article states. 
It is true that Lincoln l>elieved these 
things. But so what? Nothing can ob scure 
the fact that Lincoln held the Union togeth­ 
er. And he did sign the Emancipation Proc­ 
lamation, even though Bennett claims he 
later called it a mistake. 
To condemn Lincoln for holding thoughts 
similar to his contemporaries is childish. 
To insist that we cling to the Lincoln myth 
b ecause of "the psychological needs of a 
racist society" is to unnecessarily still ill 
will b etween b lack and white. 


One would criticize the framers of the 
U.S. Constitution b ecause they drew up the 
document b ehind closed doors. You could 
damn the framers, too, for their suspicion 
of democracy; to wit, when Elb ridge Gerry 
said that "the evils we experience flow from 
the excesses of democracy" no one at the 
Constitutional Convention disagreed. Were 
the framers evil men b ecause they met in 
secret and equated property with lib erty and 
happiness? 
Of course not. The worst that can b e 
said of them is that they were men of their 
own time. And this is what criticism of 
Ab raham Lincoln amounts to. He lived in the 
19th Century, not the 20th. He can’t b e 
condemned for holding 19thOentury views. 
Better that b lacks and whites, Northern­ 
ers and Southerners recall Lincoln’s inaug­ 
ural address: "We are not enemies, b ut 
friends. We must not b e enemies. Though 
passion may have strained it, it must not 
b reak our b ones of affection."

Surprise Element Is Biggest War Threat 


WASHINGTON — Wash- 
ington is still talking ab out 
Eartha Kitt, the Negro night­ 
club entertainer who heckled 
Mrs. Johnson at a W hi t e 
House luncheon on crime. On 
the same day the 
s t o r y 
b roke, the United States and 
Soviet Russia signed a nu­ 
clear 
proliferation 
pa c t 
which may affect the lives 
of millions. However, t h e 
headlines on how Eartha Kitt 
told 
off 
the 
First 
Lady 
aroused more interest than 
t b e vital Sovict-American 
move for peace. 
The b urden of Eartha’s im­ 
passioned confrontation with 
the First Lady was that 
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there was reb ellion in t h e 
streets and pot smoking b y 
the hippies b ecause of t h e 
war in Vietnam. She talked 
as a dedicated peacenik. 
What Mrs. Johnson and 
her guests didn’t know, how­ 
ever, was that at 9:45 that 
morning, Eartha had called 
on Col. Roland Beasley at 
the Pentagon and arranged 
to go to Vietnam herself to 
entertain the troops. S he 
was not exactly a peacenik. 
She had even testified on 
Capitol Hill b efore Rep. Ro­ 
man Pucinsky, D-Ill., that 
not enough Negroes were go­ 
ing to Vietnam. 
Another 
f a c t 
generally 
overlooked was that no first 
lady since Mrs. Roosevelt 
has done more to focus at­ 
tention on slum conditions 
than Lady Bird. J a c k i e 
Kennedy, after b eing invited 
repeatedly to visit J u n i o r 
Village, the neglected D.C. 
government orphanage, 
fi­ 
nally did so only during her 
last few months in the White 
House. 
Mrs. 
Johnson has 
b een there repeatedly, h a s 
toured impoverished Appa­ 
lachia. the b asement slums 
of Newark, N.J., the ghettos 
of New York, and the rural 
poverty area of Lick Branch, 
Kentucky. While she c o u l d 
not match Eartha K i 11 * s 
statement, “ I have lived in 
the gutters,’’ she has visited 
the gutters repeatedly. 
This was one reason why, 
out of 5,000 letters received 
at the White House following 
the Eartha Kitt incident, 99 
per cent were favorab le to 
Ml’S. Johnson.

came from Mrs. Agnes Mey­ 
er, widow of the Post’s late

The Post had defended 
Eartha’s "feelings" as from 
an ov erflowing heart.

Publisher Katharine Gra­ 
ham, a protector of dissent, 
p r o m p t l y published her 
mother’s letter.

Both the United States and 
Russia have an important 
principle at stake in t h e 
Pueb lo spy 
ship incident. 
They^ have tacitly recognized 
that * the more they know 
ab out each other’s opera­ 
tions, the b etter the chance 
for preventing war. 
The element of surprise 
frequently c o n t r i b u t e s 
to war. When nations don’t 
know what others are doing, 
they panic. This is especial­ 
ly true in these days of nu­ 
clear missiles when the na­ 
tion which gets a 15-minute 
start may knock out the ene­ 
my’s cities and win. 
This is why the United 


States was careful to use tiie 
hot Une to Moscow to ex plain 
the take-off of U.S. planes 
from the Six th Fleet in the 
Mediterranean after the USS 
Liberty was attacked off the 
coast of Egy pt last Juné. We 
didn’t want the Russians 
thinking this was a surprise 
attack on their fleet. 
This is also why the Air 
Force was careful to b road­ 
cast uncoded messages that 
planes would fly over the 
Bering Sea to drop food 
packages to starving Eski­ 
mos on the islands adjacent 
to the Sib erian Islands. Oth­ 
erwise the Russians might 
have suspected an attack. 
This is also why the United 
States has not picked up So­ 
viet spy ships even when 
they 
h a v e 
occasionally 
strayed inside U.S. territor­ 
ial waters. We have moni­ 
tored almost everything the 
Russians 
have 
done, 
and 
have no ob jection to their 
monitoring our movements. 
It eliminates surprise. And 
mistakes caused b y surprise 
constitute the chief risk of 
war in this nuclear age. 
Khrushchev 
was 
v e r y 
frank ab out his spying on the 
United States. When in Cairo 
in 1964 he told us: 
"President Johnson h a s 
been taking pictures of our 
miUtary bases from his sat- 
eUites for two y ears. And we 
hav e been taking pictures of 
y our bases from onr satel- 
liters 
"1 should be deUgbted to 
sit down with the President 
and compare photos to see 
which are the best.”

1. Four hearts. Natural­ 
ly , y ou should feel somewhat 
reluctant to raise partner 
with only two baby trumps, 
but there are times when y ou 
hav e to do this. It is cer­ 
tainly reasonable to assume 
that partner has at least a 
six -card suit after he has bid 
hearts three times, and his 
suit is therefore play able op­ 
posite any two trumps. 
Since we hav e a sound op­ 
ening bid facing partner’s op­ 
ening bid, a game contract 
is clearly indicated. 
With 
North unable to support clubs 
or spades, and apparently un­ 
willing to play notrump, we 
hav e no choice but to under­ 
take the game in hearts. 
2. Pass. By bidding in min­ 
imum terms twice after op­ 
ening with a heart, North has 
unquestionably indicated a 
weak opening bid. Both his 
rebids show willingness to 
play at less than a game con­ 
tract. So the question to be 
resolv ed is whether our hand 
opposite a bare opening bid 
is good enough to justify a 
game contract. 
All signs point to a pass. 
Promising as our hand may 
hav e been when North opened 
the bidding, his subsequent 
bids hav e substantially re­ 
duced our v alues. Partner 
lacks a fit in clubs or spades, 
and we hav e no fit for hearts. 
Game is therefore ex tremely 
unlikely . 
3. Three spades. This identi­ 
fies our 6-5 distribution and 
should make it easy for part­ 
ner to choose the best con­ 
tract. Since we would not 
hav e bid spades twice with 
only a four card suit, North 
learns from the three spade 
bid that we hav e fiv e spades. 
At the same time, our clubs 
become marked as greater in 
length than our spades be­ 
cause we would hav e bid 
spades first had the two suits 
been equal in length. 
4. Fiv e clubs. Partner hav ­ 
ing bid weakly up to this 
point, all thoughts of a slam 
must now be abandoned. 
Howev er, to play the hand at 
less than game is also out of 
the question, despite part­ 
ner’s obv ious lack of enthusi­ 
asm. 
We can play with clubs as 
trump ev en if partner has a 
singleton or v oid, and, since 
the hand is too unbalanced 
as well as too dangerous for 
notrump play , a leap to game 
in clubs probably offers the 
best chance.

Washington ( ^ A federal 
arbitration board issued i t s 
long-awaited report Thursday 
on the feud ov er control of 
amateur athletes but it w a s 
unclear whether It would set­ 
tle the dispute between th e 
two major regulatory bodies. 
The board, headed by labor 
mediator Theodore Kheel of 
New York, said the Amateur 
Athletic Union must sanction 
all international and open do­ 
mestic track meets. The Na­ 
tional Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation could hold domestic 
meets which are closed to aU 
but fulltime students. 
The U.S. Track and F i e 1 d 
Federation, an arm of th e 
NCAA, could sponsor 
op e n 
c om p e t i t i on , under the 
board’s r u l i n g , but would 
need the sanction of the AAU. 
That sanction, 
h owe v e r , 
would be automatic if th e 
USTFF 
satisfied 
a l l 
the 
AAU’s international require­ 
ments. 
The report calls for a coor­ 
dinating committee consist- 
Ing of equal number of mem­ 
bers from the AAU-National 
Association of Intercollegiate 
Athletics an d the NCAA- 
USTFF w i t h an Impartial 
chairman to be chosen by the 
groups inv olv ed or the v ice 
president of the United States. 
All disputes ov er the inter­ 
pretation, application and al­ 
leged v iolations of the rules 
contained in the report or any 
other disputes would be de­ 
cided by the committee with 
the chairman casting a de­ 
ciding v ote in case of ties. 
The rules set down by t h e 
board would last fiv e y ears. 
Kheel, whose board was 
created In December 1965 by 
Vice President H u b e r t H. 
Humphrey , said the report is 
a binding arbitration but if 
an y parties subject to its 
rules **set out to frustrate our 
decision, they would probably 
suscced. But if they do, they 
will do a great disserv ice to 
all the amateur athletes In­ 
v olv ed.” 
The report asks that the 
p rep idents of each of the or­ 
gan'nations 
inv olv ed 
notify 
the Senate Commerce C o m- 
mitt^e by Feb. 
10 whether 
they will abide by the rules. 
A more formal notification 
could come at a later d at e 
when the ex ecutiv e councils 
of the organizations 
w ou l d 
take up the matter. 
Sen. Warren G. Magnuson, 
D-Wash., chairman of t h e 
commerce committee which 
set up the arbitration, said if 
all the organizations do n ot 
go along with the board’s rec­ 
ommendations, his 
p an e l 
would hav e to take up legisla­ 
tion currently pending in the 
senate to create a gov erning 
body for amateur athletics.

the sev eral pieces of legisla­ 
tion that are before us,” he 
said. *‘We will do any thing 
that will settle this dispute 
and get the show on the road 
for the Oly mpics.”

Star Sports Editor 
The largest share of mon­ 
ey being requested in the 
proposed Lincoln

and Recreation 
Depart­ 
ment budget is for general 
improv ements 
s u c h 
as 
buildings, 
lighting, 
land­ 
scaping, etc. 
R e c r e a t i on 
Super­ 
intendent Elmo Meroney , in 
his first y ear as head of 
that department, is seeking 
to improv e indoor recrea­ 
tion facilities for aU age 
groups. 
To help in this goal, Mer­ 
oney is asking for one new 
recreation center 
e ac h 
y ear for the nex t six y ears 
with the sites to be deter­ 
mined later. 
The first, according to 
Meroney ’s estimate, would 
cost 615 0,000 with a central 
center to be built in 197 1- 
7 2 at a cost of $5 00,000. 
Meroney ’s six -y ear p l an 
for recreation centers would 
cost a total of $1,37 0,000. 
Other major building re­ 
quests on the budget sub­ 
mitted by Meroney and Su­ 
perintendent of Parks Don 
Smith include a Recreation 
and Park Department main­ 
tenance and shop building 
in Antelope Park, a cultur­ 
al arts building in Woods 
P ar k , a park and golf 
maintenance building in Pi­ 
oneers Park and a green­ 
house complex in Sawy er 
Snell Park. 
T h e proposed mainten­ 
ance and shop building in 
Antelope Park would cost 
$100,000 and would be built 
in the coming y ear if mon­ 
ey is appropriated.

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Methods Of 'Attacking' Explained 


(17 th of a Series)

Holmes Park Golf Pro 
Today , I want to cov er 
some methods of “ attack­ 
ing” a course for a lower 
score. 
A graph is a good way 
for y ou to note y our prog­ 
ress as y ou play . A f t e r 
each round, record 
y ou r 
score with a mark in the 
appropriate b ox on the 
^aph. 
Draw a chart and write 
down each shot that y ou hit 
during the round, then keep 
track of the errors that y ou 
most commonly commit and 
practice correcting them. 
Most golf courses 
h av e 
markers of some ty pe along 
the edge of the fairway 


which indicate the distance 
to the green. Some courses 
use stakes while others use 
small, uniform 
ev ergreen 
bushes. B e c a u s e some 
courses place their markers 
at 100 y ards from the green 
while others place them at 
135 or 150 y ards, be sure of 
what y ardage they are us­ 
ing at the particular course 
y ou are play ing. 
Many good amateurs and 
m os t professionals map 
each course they play . Col­ 
lege teams startea this and 
it has spread. First, get a 
scorecard of the 
course. 
Then on each hole, pace 
the y ardage from a land­ 
mark such as a tree or 
bunker to the green. 
Record hidden sand traps, 


the best position of the fair­ 
way to place y our driv e, the 
fact that a certain green is 
usually dry or soft, and if 
there is a dangerous area 
behind a green or an out of 
bounds. 
Record and sav e this in­ 
formation for y our future 
rounds on that course. 
Learn 
to 
read 
greens. 
S t u d y the contours and 
slopes on each green. After 
a short while y ou will be 
able to determine the direc­ 
tion y our ball will roll. I al­ 
way s study slopes from a 
good distance away from 
my ball and I alway s look 
at the terrain bey ond the 
green. Often greens are con­ 
structed on slopes and what 
appears to be a downhill 
f 


putt is actually lev el or per­ 
haps ev en uphill. Putts will 
break more when near wa­ 
ter or mountains. 
T h e y 
break away from mountains 
and towards water. 
Before play ing, practice 
the clubs that are most 
important for this 
day ’s 
play . If play ing a course 
that features large greens, 
practice putting. When play ­ 
ing a tree-lined c ou r s e , 
practice y our No. 1 wood. 
What does the course that 
y ou’re going to play offer: 
sand traps, hard greens?
